G.S.R. 598(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services Act* 
1951 (61 of 1951), read with rule 7 of the Indian Adminis¬ 
trative Service (Recruitment) Rules 1954, the Central 
Government, after consultation with the State Governments 
concerned and the Union Public Service Commission, hereby 
makes the following regulations further to amend the 
Indian Administrative Service (Appointment by Competitive 
Examination) Regulations, 1955, namely :— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Ad¬ 
ministrative Service (Appointment by Competitive 
Examination) Second Amendment Regulations, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Administrative Service (Appointment by 
Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1955,— 

(1) in regulation 2, for the existing clause (c), the 
following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(o) examination’ means a combined competitive 
examination consisting of a preliminary examina¬ 
tion and a main examination for recruitment to 
the Service held under sub-rule (1) of rule 7 of 
the recruitment rules and included a combined 
competitive examination for recruitment to the 
Service and such other Service or Services u9 may 
be specified by the Central Government from time 
to time”; 

( 2 ) in regulation 4, for the existing figures “26”, in 
sub-regulation (ii) f the figures “28” shall be sub¬ 
stituted; 

(3) in regulation 4, after the existing proviso (b), in sub¬ 

regulation (iii) the following proviso shall be inserted 
namely 

"Provided further that a candidate may be permitted 
to take die preliminary examination while study¬ 
ing for his degree so long as, by a date to be 
notified by the Commission, the candidate pro¬ 
duces proof of pass in the degree course for being 
eligible lo take the final examination during that 
year"; 

(4) in regulation 4, for the existing sub-regulation (iii-n), 
the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(iii-a) Attempts at the examination.—-Unless covered 
by any of the exceptions that may from time to 
time be notified by the Central Government in 
this behalf, every candidate annearing for the 
examination after 1st January 1979, who is other¬ 
wise eligible, shall be permitted three attempts at 
the examination; 

Explanation.—An attempt at a preliminary examination 
shall be deemed to be an attempt at the examination, within 
the meaning of this rule".
